“Coming through England 
there was a lot of pretty scen¬ 
ery, the houses in the mountains 
and through the country look as 
: if they had stood a thousand 
: years. Intensive farming is an 
art here. They pile up their hay 
j stacks as if they Yvere houses, 
and make them so they will shed 
every drop of water. 

In tin* larger towns the houses 
are often exactly the same for 
whole blocks. One could almost 
“dress up” the chimneys in any 
direction. 

Everywhere one sees women 
and girls doing men’s work. 

The weather here is very dif¬ 
ferent from that at home. There 
is rain almost every day. 

Coining across the ocean it 
was fairly smooth all the way. 
Very few were sick. 1 was al¬ 
ways hungry and wanted more 
when meal time came. 

I Land looked mighty good to 
us when we first sighted it. The 
English people gave us a hearty 
welcome as we came through 
' the country.”

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PLANS TO MAKE 
OVER WATER 
SYSTEM

Sierra Madre will furnish wa¬ 
ter for the Aviation station of 
tin* Army Balloon school which 
has been established just be¬ 
low Live Oak Avenue near the 
extension of Canyon Avenue. 
At last night’s meeting of the 
city trustees, Chairman Hola- 
bii d of the water committee re¬ 
ported that he had been con¬ 
sulted by Trustee Taylor of Ar¬ 
cadia and officers of the Balloon 
School. They said the aviation 
station was far from any por¬ 
tion of the Arcadia water sys¬ 
tem and that water was needed 
at once for domestic use and in 
connection with the airplanes. 

It was finally agreed that the 
city would furnish the water at 
regular rates, provided the army 
would provide a pipe line to con¬ 
nect Yvith the city pipes at the 
nearest point, the water to be 
measured through a meter to 
be installed at the Sierra Madre 
city limits. 

Up (o Slate Board 

Engineer Mackerras reported 
that in company with Mr. llil- 
scher, representing the state 
board of health, and Marshal 
Udell, an inspection had been 
made of sanitary conditions in 
the upper Little Santa Anita 
canyon and along the Mt. Wil¬ 
son Trail. The report of Mr. 

11 ilscher had been forwarded to 
the headquarters of the state 
board, and until it had been 
passed upon there Mr. Macker¬ 
ras said he did not feel at lib¬ 
erty to speak of the probable 
findings. 

The problems of proper sani¬ 
tation at the Half-way House 
were gone into, as well as the 
proposal to have erected a num¬ 
ber of convenience stations 
along the trail which might re¬ 
duce the likelihood of contamin¬ 
ation at stream crossings. 

Col. Holabird insisted the 
whole problem of protecting the 
purity of the water supply must 
he settled promptly and right, 
or In* would insist on the board 
accepting his resignation.. Mr. 
Saunders was also insistent on 
getting action at the earliest 
possible time. 

Olmstead Report 

Engineer Mackerras said he 
bad received a copy of the re¬ 
port of Engineer Olmstead on 
his survey of the Sierra Madre 
water system. The report con¬ 
tains twenty-one recommenda¬ 
tions for alterations and im¬ 
provements, Mr. Mackerras 
said lie was making a study ol 
tho recommendations with a 
view to supplementary ad\iec, 
and would like move time for 
consideration before reporting 
on the matter. 

It is understood Mr. Olm- 
stead offers plans for the devel¬ 
opment of more gravity water 
at comparatively small expense, 
for a number of minor changes 
designed to improve the work¬ 
ing of the distributing system, 
and for a general plan for the 
future extension, largely by the 
gradual replacement of old pipe 
lines, which would ultimately 
provide a distributing and fine 
protection system in keeping 
with the growing needs ol the 
city. The cost could bo distrib¬ 
uted over a period of years.
